The ice plant at Athens 
is without coal also. The light plant 
there is still running. 
Hartselle will be served with cur­ 
rent just so long as the power lasts 
here.

served by the Alabama Power com­ 
pany via a transmission line from 
the Albany-Decatur plant. 
Manager 
Beauchamp announces that the locaT 
plant can operate about two weeks 
on its present supply, augmented by 
the arrival of two cars yesterday, but 
relief must be forthcoming at an early 
date. The Alabama Power company, 
it is stated, has a large supply of 
coal at Gadsden and if permission i* 
granted to ship the coal from there, 
without running the chance of hav­ 
ing it seised by the government, it is 
probable th a t” « ‘part of the supply 
there will be tranrtarpod here. 
The local gaa plant can operate 
until Christmas on Its present supply 
of fuel, Mr. Beauchamp stated. Sev­ 
eral delayed orders of fuel arrived a 
few days before the government be­ 
gan taking over the cars in transit. 
Should the power plant 
here 
be 
closed, it wil) force a number of lo­ 
cal institutions to cease operation, 
as the majority of the smaller indus­ 
tries are operated by motors.
